An Anti-Taxation Biot in China. 
Chiningchou, March 3rd.

More perhaps is heard and known in this 
country of the army of Japan than of her sister 
service, but without her navy she would not 
be the centre of the world’s interest as she is 
to-day. 

Admiral Togo, the man in chief command 
at sea of her splendid fleet, is likely to be one 
of the foremost figures of our time ; for on him 
will devolve, in all probability, as prodigious a 
responsibility as fell to the lot of Nelson in our 
own national history. 

Itis his destiny to wield one of the finest, 
one of the most formidable instruments ever 
forged. In her navy Japan has create, in less 
than ten years, as perfect and as tremendous a 
fighting machine as any on the ginbe. At this 
perilous crisis in her fortunes she has chosen 
to place the working of this machine in the 
hands of Admiral Togo--a choice, we may be 
sure, that has been made with the utmost de- 
liberation and after a complete survey of all the 
possibilities of the situation, Japan feels this 
as a matter in which there must be no mistake, 
and the unanimous approval of the nation 
expressed on his appointment to the chief com- 
mand shows that he is regarded as the right 
man in the right place. 

A SIMPLE GENTLEMAN. 

Admiral Togo is now about fifty-five years 
offage. His senior in rank, Admiral Count 
Ito (not to be confused with his namesake 
Marquis Ito), who was in chief command ofthe 
navy during the China-Japanese war, and is 
now Chief of the Naval Headquarters Staff in 
Tokio, is also a Satsuma Samurai, and formerly 
the whole Japanese fleet was officered and 
manned by the Satsuma, in the same way that 
the Japanese army was drawn from the Choshu 
clan. Nowadays, neither navy nor army is 
entirely given over to these, the two most 
powerful of the clans of Japan ; but many men 
from-all over the Empire are to be found in 
both services. When Togo entered the navy, 
however, its whole personel was Satsuma,

At the Supreme Court this morning, before 
the Chief Justice (Sir W. M. Goodman) and a 
special jury, the National Bank of China sought 
to recover from Chee On and Co., coal mer- 
chants of 22, Li Yuen East Street, and Chan 
Lui Chui, trading as the Wing On firm of 
Kobe, the sum of $64,000 odd due on bills of 
exchange drawn in Japan for payment in 
Hongkong, which were dishonoured, and 
charges incurred in connection therewith. 

Mr. E. H. Sharp, K.C, (instructed by Mr. H. 
W. Looker, (of Messrs Deacon, Looker and 
Deacon) appeared for the Bank, while Mr. M. 
W. Slade (instructed by Mr. C. D, Wilkinson, 
of Messrs Wilkifson and Grist) represented the 
defendaats. 

The following special jurors were: sworn :— 
Messrs H. E. R.. Manter (Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank), W. M. Watson (J. D.

The two defendants were brothers, one trad- 
ing under the title of Chee On and Company, 
in Hongkong, while the other‘ Ghan Lui Chui, 
carried on' business in Japan, For some years 
past Chan.

the fact that the coolies bad all gone on strike 
in protest against the fines imposed upon 
them for minor breaches of the law.

SPORT IN“KOREA ,, 

The Korean peninsula which ontil ten. 
years ago had been practically closed to 
foreigners has never been properly explored 
by Sportsmen. . Parties have landed from 
ships at the port of Wonsan on the East 
Coast and have made successful inroads among 
the thousands nf wildfowt to be found there. 
Others have landed at, Fusan, Chemulpo‘and 
the other treaty ports for the purpose of shoot- 
ing bin few have had opportunities of journeying 
inland in search of the biy game of the country. 
Missionaries have been all over it and afew 
travellers and prospectors, These all maintain 
that travelling is not ndifficult matler, and that 
the Koreans are the easiest people in the 
world to geCon with if treated in a friendly and 
conciliatory manner, 

At the present time Korea is very much be- 
fore the pub'ic gaze, It isthe bone of conten- 
tian between Japan and Russia, who are expect 
ed to declare war at any moment. The ignor- 
ance about the country even among the Kura- 
pean residents of China and Japan is something 
extraorlinary, Few books have ever been 
writen about it and asin the case of many 
other parts of the world, to really find out about 
it one has to go and see it for oneself. 

Writing this ina comfortable hotel at Seoul 
after a short trip up-country in the company of 
a sporisinan who has done more shonting in 
Koren than any other man, | may perhaps be 
permitted to throw a litle light on the subject, 

LONG-HAIRFD TIGERS. 

The so-called long-haired tigers do exist 
throughout Korea, though these animals are by 
no means plentiful. They resemble in every 
way the Hengal tiger, except in the length of 
their coats, due t+ the celder climate in which 
they live. The hair is particularly long on the 
crest and withers, and varies in fength al! over 
between one and three inches. Beautiful 
trophies they make and a fitting reward for the 
expense and hardship which is necessarily 
involved in their pursuit. 

During the last three years, five tigers have 
been slain by forcignets, including two killed a 
month ago by an Englishman, He shot the 
male, which measured to feet, and his hunters 
snid that the female would assuredly be heard 
in the neighbourhood before long calling during 
the nigh, Three nights later they heard her, 
marked het down and killed her too, 

The skins of bath tigers ancl leopards are the 
monopoly of the Goveri:in nt, and if any are 
killed they have to he forwarded at once to 
the capital, No reward ic given, so that there 
is no inducement for the native hurters to kilh 

In fact these animals are never molested une 
Jess they have commited same depredation in 
a village. by cattle killing or in some mther way 
incurring (he wrath and vengeance of the 
villagers, They are then trapped and shot. 
The hunters generally lood their guns with three 
large slugs, which necessita’es a close approach 
to the animat. [fn the winter it is easy to track 
them up in the snow, 

The Royal "kagos" or sedan chairs are 
covered with tiger skins, while the high officials 
of state cover theirs wilh’those at the leapards 
The consequence of these Government re- 
strictions {s that therr are seldom any skins in 
the Korean markets, the only ones ever offered 
for sale being thoee Rot by Japanese wha may 
have happened to be near when the animale 
were shot) Numbers of skins find their wav 
40 the London market, but these come asa rule 
from China or Manchwia and seldom, if ever, 
from Koren. 

The best time to go for tigers is in the late 
Autumn and winter, w'en their field of oper- 
ations {s limited hy snow, and tracking fs a 
comparatively easy matter, It is nota thing to 
be lightly undertaken, h>awever, Everything 
has to be carried with one, ne rice and a few 
eggs are the only supplics obtainable, 

The houses consist of ‘ow thatched hovels 
door, windows and chimney. A stove is lighted 
under the floor which makes the howe lke an 
oven, Lice and fleas thrive in this tem- 
perature, and the people ther:nelves spend the 
winter in a prime state of filth, The expenses, 
too, are considerable, bunters and ponies have 
to be bought or hired. News about tigers ic 
Aifficult to obtain and alot of ‘ime bas to be 
spent in walting about in search of it, As in 
big -game shooting all over the world the 
element of chance {« very great, but with two 
months ¢o do it in a man ought to be certain of 
getting at least one Korean tiger provided his 
powder is straight, 

+ LROPARD, PIG AFAR, AND DRRR, 

Leopards are plentiful everywhere, though 
ashy and retiring, Every year some of these 
animals veoture {nto Gzoul itself, actually into

WILD FOWL. 

Though there are practically no lakes and 
marshes in Korea, yet wild geese nnd duck are 
to be seen in thousands on the rivers in winter 
time, Greycrane and swans are common as 
well, None of these birds stay to breed in the. 
peninsula, but go much farther north so Siberia. 
Most of the geese which are brought into the 
markets in large quantities are greylag and 
bean geese, while some of the domestica'ed 
birds show unmistakeable signs by their dark 
plumage of having been originally Brent or 
Barnacle. Mallards are very common and 
different varieties of teal, In one of the Fusan 
shops there was a bunch. of a variety which | 
had never seen before, Rather largér than a 
common teal, whiti-h head and crest with some 
yellow in it’ A purple neck, green back and 
white undernrath—a remarkably pretty bird. 

The Japanese bring large quantities of wild- 
fowl across to their own country from Korea, 
and the prices are penerally eighty sen or 1s. 
6d for a brace nf geese and ts, fora couple of 
mallard, 

Great and lesser bustard are siread through- 
out the country and are just as wary as they are 
elsewhere. The Koreans, however, manage to 
outwit themand there are always plenty to be 
gotinthe marlet, ~ 

The ringed pheasant originally brought to 
England from China, is indigenous to all this 
part of the world and is very plentiful in Korea, 
As nobody is permitted to shoot outside the 
walls of the capital for fear of disturbing the 
Emperor, pheasants take refuge there in quite 
large numbers, Outside the precincts of the 
city within a radius of a-day’s walk there is 
little game to be seen, as wherever there is a 
Japanese colony sportsmen abound, who waste 
ammunition in scaring everything away. It 
is necessary (0 go a couple of cays! journey 
away to get yood sport, and even then without 
good dogs itis impossible to make a bag of 
phesrants, 

tn spite of the absence of jAi/s snipe are to 
be found inthe spring and autumn. Just as in 
China they fliyht through Korea on their wav 
to and fram their breeding haunts in the north, 
to spend the winter in the warm climates of 
the south. They do not breed in Korea as is 
often supposed. 

Little is known about the bird tife of this part 
of the world, but there is pratt iso irge field 
open to adventurans oraithol gists, The birds 
which are most conspicnous everywhere are 
the common English magpies, Asin China, 
they are to be seen near every village, and 
their huge nests built on the tops of the bare 
‘vets are a common feature of the landscape in 
the winter, 


In Seoul they literally swarm, even in the | - 


most ¢rowded portiona of the town, They 
build on every ava lable (ree eleng the main 
thoroughfares and barely condescend ta hap 
out of one’s way when walking alang, 

ITS PEOPLE AND THFIR CHARACTERIST.CS 

Korea isa wild mountainous country fairly 
thicky populated. There are no large forests, 
only a few scattered remnants of what may 
have keen heavily timbered lands ages ago 
Ronds there are practic uly none, eve ything is 
catted on the backs of oxen, ponies and men. 
Travellers can ether ride on ponies or in 
sedan chairs, The people have no inherent dis- 
tike to foreigners and are kind and hosnitable, 
placing the best they have at one's disposal. 
In appearance they are fine, upstanding Inok- 
ing men, but tatally undeveloped mentally, 
and absolutely ignorant of the outside world. 
They always dress in white, wi: terand summer 
alike, the reason being that as they were order: 
ed sooften to wear white as mourning, they 
found it cheaper to take toit altogether, They 
weara curious sort of black gauze top hat per- 
ched on the top of their heads, and fixed to a 
tight band wrich is keyed up firmly round the 
brow. 

The hat is not ornamented nor servicable, but 
is intended merely asa protection for the top 
knot, the badge of manhood in Korea, 

A blreet scene in one of the larger towns 
looks as if the white robed inhabitants of an 
Indian bazaar bad suddenly been transplanted 
to one of the coldest climates in the world. 
This ts about the "finish" of Korea as an in- 
dependent nation. Her government and in- 
stitutions are x0 effete and rotten that she can- 
not possibly continue for long in her present 
state of decay, but must be absorbed into one 
of the great Empires between which she is 


enclosed, 
or Sale.
